Cook has issued his full authorized 
statement. 


"Up to the present time there have 


been only newspaper accounts of Dr. 
Cook's alleged Polar trip, and these 
may or may not be accurrate.

Dr. Cook lias time to Issue a com- 
plete authorized version of his jour- 
ney will be the proper opportunity 
for me to make public the information 
which I have. After that the jury, In
